GREAT STRIKE 


—— 


DOCK LABORERS OF THE WORLD 
MAY WALK OUT. 


A GIGANTIC LABOR MOVEMENT. 


All Classes of Workmen Employed 
About the Wharves Are to 
Make Common Caitse. 


LONDON, Sept. 5.—It is reported among 
the delegates who are bound for the Trades 
Union Congress, which opens at Edinburgh 
on Monday next, that all the plans for a 
gigantic strike of the dock laborers of the 
world at large have been perfected in every- 
thing but the minute details, and that the 
most important labor movement ever con- 
ceived may be commenced this autumn. 

The Trades Union men who do the work of 
the ports of the United Kingdom have been 
working on this scheme for a long time 
past, and it is looked uporf as likely to be 
the signal for a new era not only in the his- 
tory of Trades Unionism, but in the history 
of all labor organizations or secret societies. 

Since the year 1889 every strike for better 
wages or shorter hours at any port in the 
United Kingdom has practically come to 
nothing, because when the men went out 
at any particular pott, the trade of that 

lace has been transferred, for the time 
od to some other British or Continental 
port, and the strikers have been compelled 
to surrender. 

The present plan is designed to prevent 
any such fiascos by uniting all classes of 
laborers employed in or about the docks, 
~~ wharves and ware-houses in the 
United Kingdom, the United States, Canada, 
Germany, rance, Holland, Belgium and 
Australia, as well as other countries, in one 
great, new federation. Its members are to 
wear a specific badge and the cardinal 

rinciple of membership will be to stand 

Reiniy united and to implicitly obey the 
instructions of the governing council, in 
spite of anything and everybody. 

Throughout the world the members of 


this federation will be pledged to uphold 


strikes of any section of the federation by 
striking in sympathy and remaining out 
until notified to return to,work. 

The scheme is so gigantic in scope, and 


» may have such far-reaching consequences, 


that it is attracting attention on all sides 
and is seriously considered by the law- 
of Great. Britain, who see in it a 


who has thoroughly distribu - 
ture in the proper quarters. ow eee 
The repl already received from the 
United States are very encouraging, and so 
soon as we have made further progress 
here we shall complete the work in the 
United States and Canada by sendin dele- 
gates there. All the little details of com- 
pleting the organization of the new federa- 
tion will be finished, and the result will 
be that a strike will at once be inaugurated 
here. The dock laborers and other mem- 
bers of the Federation in America will quit 
work at the same hour, and our Continenthl 
brethren will also lay down their tasks. 
“We do not wish for a strike, nor do our 
members desire it if our demands can be 
granted by quiet discussion with the em- 
ployers. In any case, if we wait until we 
have 750,000 men enrolled there will be no 
need for a strike, as the employers will 
yield in the face of the threat of a general 
paralysis of the shipping business of the 
whole world. Yes, it is true that it has 
been proposed that the general] strike should 
commence on Sept. 28 next, but I hope this 
will not be the case. Of course, there will 
be two factions in the new federation 
those who are smarting under prolonged 
injustice and who are therefore eager for a 
strike, and those whose affairs are in a 
better condition, and who, therefore, are 
somewhat lukewarm and undesirous of pre- 
cipitating it.” 


IMMIGRANT RATE WAR. 


The Southern Pacific Fighting the 
Western Passenger Association. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, Sept. 6.—The 
Southern Pacific company has become in- 
volved in an interesting traffic squabble 
with the railroads in the Western Passenger 
Association. 

The bone of contention is the immigra- 
tion, business which originates in New York, 


and to secure its share of the traffic the 
Southern Pacific has effected a combina- 


tion with the Seaboard Air Line for the 


purpose of handling such business destined 
to California and other Western points as 
tf can control, via New Orleans and the 
unset Route. 

Within the past few days the fight be- 
tween the opposing lines has reached such 
an acute stage that the enormous commis- 
sion of $14 a ticket is now being offered to 
agents for the purpose of securing the 
business. The heavy commission, it is 
learned, is being used to cut the tariff rate, 
and the whole immigrant business has 
reached a condition of demoralization that 
has seldom been known before. 

With the view of bringing the hostilities 
to a close and to restore peace and tariff 
rates, the Western Passenger Association 
has asked the Southern Pacific company 
to become a member of that organization, 
but Vice-President Stubbs of the Southern 
Pacific company says that the prospects 
of such an arrangement are very slender, 
for the reason that the Western Passen- 
ger Association is unwilling to agree to 
any propositiom for @h equitable division of. 
the business.

PALMER’S RECORD. 


In 1878 He Saw No Relief, Ahead but in Coinage of 
the Silver Dollar. |

SPRINGFIELD, IIl., Sept. 5.—On the 25th of January, 1878, when Senator 
John M. Palmer was editor of the State Register of this city, in an able leading 
editorial on finance and currency, Senator Palmer said: 

“When all the greenbacks are redeemed or locked up in the vaults of the 
national banksgwhat currency is to be used? Not gold, surely, for gold coin of 
less denomination is, speaking practically, impossible. 
law stands now (January 25, 1878, before the passage of the Bland-Allison bill) 
silver is a legal tender for five dollars only. 
they are not legal tender at all. Besides, the national bank circulation is but 
$316,000,000, and therefore totally inadequate for the purpose. 
the national bank system may, under the present law, be extended 
amount, and there is no doubt that this extension is what those who propose 
there shall be no legal tenggr im the country but gold desire, but this, we imag- 


ine, the people will not consent to. 


While it may be conceded, if any concession is demanded, that the national 
banking system is the best ever devised, it is still certainly the worst possible 
method of supplying the currency the country needs. The greenback theory is 
fatally defective as @ currency system, in that it is political and depends for its 
volume and its value on acts of Congress, but it is better than a national 
banking system, which presents to the people a currency, the value of which is 
wholly dependent on the will of irresponsible corporators, and the value of 
which is given only by act of Congress. 

It is therefore the currency question rather than what is usually 
called the financial question, which the country is called upon to meet. 
How shall the people under the present law obtain enough legal ten-

der currency to transact business, to pay wages and to buy food and 
clothing? We see no way as the law stands and none in prospect ex- 
cept by coinage of the silver dollar, for even if what is alleged as to its 
want of value be true, it is still a better currency than the irredeem-

MIL WAUKDHD, Sept. 5.—Three five-minute 
speeches and thousands of handclasps, with 
more or less enthusiasm, constituted the in- 
ciden®s attending the trip of William J. 
Bryan from Chicago to this city this morn- 
ing. There were short stops at Waukegan, 
Kenotha and Racine, and the nominee spoke 
to crowds of hundreds at each place. 

The party left Chicago at 8:45 and arrived 
here at 11:45. On board were Mr. F. CG 
Wall, F. W. Von Cotzhausen, Julius Schu- 


endel atid P. J. Somers, and at Kenoslia a 
reception committee of twenty-five from 
this city, headed by W. H. Rogers, boarded 
the train. At the depot at hCicago there 
were less than a hundred to see Mr. Bryan 
off and Os gene gre cheer went up as the 
train pulléd out. 

The first stop was made at Waukegan, 
where about 700 people gathered about the 
car and demanded a speech from Mf. BryAn. 
He was introduced by the chairman of the 
Democratic Central Committee as the next 
hey cm of the United tSates.

“Ladies and Gentlemen: I have not time 
to make a speech, but I am very glad to see 
you, whether yoware drawn here by what 
Opposing papers call idie curiosity or by 
interest in the cause bein resented in 
this campaign.

Greeted by His Friends and Made a 
Brief Address. 


SPRINGFIELD, IL, Sept. 6.—Senagtor 
Palmer and his Wife returned home Friday 
afternoon from Indianapolis. They were 
met by numerous friends who escorted 


them home from the train. A large crowd 
had collected at_the resifence, on behalf 
of whom ex-Senator H. P. Shumway made 
a speech eulogistiq of Benator Palmer, 
whom he réferred to as the Gladstone of 
eaeeesee.

“My Friends and Neighbors—I feel grate- 
ful for the kind words which have just been 
spoken, but aby J touches me like this 
nonpartisan, neighborly assemblage that 
greets me here on my return from Indian- 
apolis. I feel profoundly grateful to you, 
my neighbors, for this touchtng exhibition 
of your good will.

“I went down to Indianapolis, as you 
know, without any expectation of receiving 
even a recognition from the convention 
that was to assemble there. I went there 
earnestly desiring the nomination of a 
brave and gallant soldier friend—one who 
had won honor.in the service of his country. 
and who deserves ‘honor from his country- 
men. I went down there expecting also 
to associate with the name andther—the 
niame of a soldier—not a soldier who.wore 
the blue, but a soldier who wore the gray. 

I expected to take part in sign zing 
that complete restoration of the Union—that 
complete oblivion extended by the Nérth 
to the South and by the South to the North

NOT EASILY EXTERMINATED. 


Diphtheria Germs Survive Many Years 
to Contaminate the Human Race. 


Two East End children are just recovering 
‘from an almost fatal attack of diphtheria, 
contracted by sleeping on a bed lounge upon 
which a diphtheritic patient had died three 
years ago. This statement sounds some- 
what remarkable, but it is nevertheless 
true. The children are Glen and Samuel 
Sipe, aged 5 and 4 years, respectively. They 
are the sons of Samuel Sipe of 14 Howe 
street, Pittsburg, the diamond merchant, 
says the Dispatch of that city. 

Three weeks ago, in company with Mrs.. 
Sipe, they went to Kokomo, Ind., to visit 
their grandmother, Mrs. Moore, of that 
place. Mrs. Sipe wanted her children to 
sleep in the same room with her. There 
were no young children in the Moore man- 
sion, Consequently there was no children’s 
crib. Mrs. Moore then remembered that 
stored away in the attic was an old bed 
lounge that had not done service for some 
years. It had been placed there after the 
death of a child in the house. For nearly a 
week little Glen and Samuel were nightly 
put to bed on this lounge. Then they com- 
menced to complain of sore throats and a 
onan was called. He made a careful 
jagnosis and pronounced them to be suf- 
fering with diphtheria. There was no diph- 
theria, save these two cases, in Kokomo at 
the time. 

When he finally made known to the 
household the result of his diagnosis, and 
also his inability to account for the at- 
tacks, Mrs. Moore recollected the death of 
the child on the lounge three years previous. 
She said that the couch had been closed 
up and placed away in the attic without be-

On 
their arrival here, ten days ago, both were 
ina ges 3 condition. Dr. H. R. Hardt- 
mayer of 132 Liberty street, Allegheny, the 
family physician, was called to treat them. 
It "was a hard struggle for the little ones, 
but yesterday he pronounced Glen out of 
danger, and thinks the brother will be in a 
like condition in a few ys. ‘ 

In speaking of the peculiar way in which 
these children had fallen victims of this 
areed disease Dr. Hardtmayer said: “‘These 
children, so far as can be learned, were not 
exposed to the disease at any time or place, 
and in the absence of any other good cause 
they must have contracted it from sleeping 
on the infected bed lounge. This is very 
probable. The scales containing the bacill! 
of diphtheria may be expelled from. the 
throat of a person suffering from the @is- 
ease and lie dormant for almost an inter- 
minable length of time. The same can be 
said of the germs of tuberculosis, scarlet 
fever, small-pox and many of the other con- 
tagious and infectious diseases. For these 
reasons too much vigilance cannot be exer- 
cised in the care of disinfecting a house and 
everything in it after it has been infected 
with any of these diseases. The best way to 
do this is to wash the walls of the rooms 
with a strong solution of corrosive subli- 
mate after the paper has been removed, and 
then to close them tightly and burn sulphur 
for several hours, being careful that the 
fumes thoroughly penetrate every nook and

Judge Peabody took a hand in the sa- 
loon-assignation dive crusade Saturday. 

Charles Graves was tried for keeping an 
assignation house at 1701 Market street, in 
thé same building with A. D. Barber's 
Saloon and restaurant. 

The place was called the Addison Hotel. 

Graves was proven guilty beyond the 
shadow of a doubt and the Judge so ad- 
mitted, but he did not sentence him. 

“This man is guilty,”’ said the Judge, “but 
on his own admission he is paid a salary 
to commit this crime. He is guilty know- 


ingly and should be punished, but I will 
not sentence him and thereby estop the 
teat ate of the real offender, his em- 
oyer. 

“This man’s evidence is sufficient to con- 
vict Barber. I shall continue the case 
against Graves until Sept. 10, in order that 
the police may get, to the bottom of this 
thing and punish the really guilty man. 

A summons will be issued against Bar- 
ber, proprietor of the Addison Hotel, saloon 
and wine-room. The police think they can 
secure his conviction on the evidence pre- 
sented in Graves’ case and that defendant's 
admissions, 

The testimony against Graves Saturday 
is typical of the police method of making 
cases against the saloon-assignation dive 
keepers and shows how. thoroughly their 
guilt was fastened on them before arrest.

This settled Judge Peabody. He wanted

tinued his case, with a plain hint to the po- 
lice that he was anxious to see Divekeeper 
A. D. Barber in court. 

The police have the real proprietors in all 
the other cases, except those of Eva Bryan 
and Carrie Reed, housekeepers of the no- 
torious Pearl Dumont’s hotels, Pearl and 
Phoenix. 

The Judge will probably not take the 
Same stand in these cases as he did in 
that of Graves; as their mistress is trav- 
eling about the country and is not likely 
to come back to St. Louis under existing 
circumstances. 

The cases against the divekeepers are 
set for Sept. 10 and 11.

HAD TOUGH LUCK. 


SHE IS SORRY SHE JOINED THE 
MATRIMONIAL BUREAU. 


HOW THE. PLACE IS RUN. 


The Manager’ Tells Some Interesting 
Stories of Matchés Made, but 
Names No Names. 


Miss Ella Hertz is very much chagrinned 
and mortified that her attempt to break 
into the matrimonial . estate should have 
been given publicity.-She is now industri- 
ously engaged in keeping the newspapers 
away from her aunt and in trying to get her 
credentials back from the Figaro Matrimo- 
nial Bureau. 

Friday’s Post-Dispatch contained the 
story of how Herman Noack paid $5 as an 
initiation fee into the bureau and because 
Miss Hertz, to whom he was introduced, 
and of whom he became enamored, didn’t 


like his style, applied fo warrant charg- 
i F. Reis, the managér of the Figaro, 


with fraud. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter called at the 
office of the Figaro Matrimonial Bureau, 
1423 outeau avenue, Friday afternoon. 
Miss Hertz was at.the Wureau when he ar- 
rived.. She was excited and was demanding 
the return of her description, and was more 
than eager to sever her connections with the 
matrimonial establishment. 

Miss Hertz is a vivacious and petite bru- 
nette,not more than 26 years old. She dresses 
with good taste, is decidedly pretty. 
speaks English with a mark accent, but 
is intelligent, well educated, has traveled 
extensively, and her attractions should eas- 
ily secure for her a mate in the matrimonial 


market, regardless of any worldly goods she_ 


might possess. 

“Te I had ever thought theré would have 

been any publicity about my becoming a 
member of the Figaro Matrimonial Club, I 
most assuredly would have-kept out of it,’’ 
said Miss Hertz. “One of my friends, who 
was happily married through the club, told 
me of her experience, and as she had done 
so well I concluded to try it. 
‘ “T would not have had it become public 
for anything. I live with my aunt, and as 
she is getting old she would be dreadfully 
angry if she thought I intended to marry 
aan leave her. She has some property and 
when she dies I will inherit it. Fortunately 
she is German and cannet read the news- 
papers and has not yet seen the horrible 
things that were printed. The reporters did 
not get my address and they won't if I 
ean prevent it. 

“Tt has been four weeks since I became 
a member of the club. I was introduced to 
a number of gentlemen, but I did not meet 
one I would marry. Mr. Noack was ro 
gentleman and he acted in such an ugly man- 
ner that under no circumstances would I 
see him again. My experience fifi trying to 
get a husband has been anything but pleas- 
ant, and I am now out of the market.” 


Miss Hertz positively declined to give 
her address, nor would she give the name 
of her aunt with whom she lives. 

F. Reis, the manager of the Figaro Matri- 
monial Bureau, said that in the four years 
the business had been in operation this 
was the first time any of its inner workings 
had come within the public’s view. Mr. 
Reis was very angry at Noack, and said he 
would yet make it interesting for him. 

Mr. Reis was not averse to giving the 
reporter information regarding the manner 
in which his society operated. But he 
positively refused to give the names or ad- 
dresses of any of his clients. 

“We guarantee our patrons that all they 
tell shall be strictly confidential,” said 
he, Sand under no circumstances would I 
betray one of them. 

“We have two managers. I care for the 
German department, and Miss Bessie Rus- 
sell is the manager of the English branch. 
At present we have 160 marriageable la- 
dies on our books and ninety-five gentle- 
men. ‘ 

“The gentlemen’s list embraces lawyers, 
physicians, merchants, clerks and meh in 
all the walks of life. We are looking for a 
wife for one newspaper reporter. The men 
range in age from 21 to 60 years. 

“The ladies’ list is much the larger and it 
is very comprehensive. The oldest lady on 
our list ts 56 years old, and the youngest is 
19. Many of the ladies have saved money 
and some of them have property. One lady 
—she is just 50 years old—has $80,000. She is 
looking for a husband, but he must bé about 
her own age and must have some money.”’ 


Mr. Ries was asked about the financial 
end of his agency. 

“There is nothing secret about that,” 
was the answer. e charge an applicant 
$5 as an initiation fee. When this is paid 
we take a description of the applicant, ge 
his photograph and place him on our books.

“We had a rather unique case one day this 
week. <A young lady rode up on a bicycié. 
She wore an expensive bicycle suit, was 
very handsome and wanted to become a 
member. She gave us her name and said 
she was 19 years old. She was the daughter 
of a well-known Broadway merchant, and 
were I to give you her name it would create 
* iat ther, she said 

“Her father, she said, wanted her t - 
turn to a school in the East this fall. but 
she was determined she would not do so 
One of her friends told her of our agency, 
and she thought to escapé school by mar- 
rying. 

“Although the girl was of age and 
have been easily disposed of, I would eae oe 
cept her as a member.

FOUND DEAD IN 
THE DOORWAY, 


JACK WRIGHT DECIDED THAT HE 
OUGHT TO DIE. 


DID IT LIKE A GENTLEMAN. 


The Wild Boy of a Well-Known Family 
Shoots Himself Through 
the Head. 


Jack Wright, a brother of Frank L. and 
Joseph P. Wright, wealthy carriage manu- 
facturers, killed himself on the front stoop 
of his residence, 233 South Beaumont, 
shortly before midnight Friday. 

He put the muzzle of a 38-caliber revolver 
back of his right ear and blew out his - 
brains. 

He had been a bookmaker and race track 
follower for years, consequently his family‘ 
had lost track of him. They cannot explain 
his act. His friends are equally at sea. 

He was absolutely broke; that is certain. 
His wife, from whom he had been living 
apart for years, had just come to St. Louis. 

They had kept up a loving correspond- 
ence, despite his reckless life. He had ne 
home to offer her, no money to suppor 
her. He was probably despondent and dis- 
gusted with the life he was leading when 
he ended it. 

Though the report of his pistol was heard 
for blocks around, no one investigated. His 


next door neighbors looked out of their 
windows. They could see nothing and went 
back to bed, unconscious of the tragedy 
that had been enacted within a few y 

of their home. 

The body lay hidden in the shadow of 
the porch until dawn, when Ben Rassfield, 
an ice man of 2828 Adams street, noticed a 
trail of blood from the steps to the side- 


walk. 

He jumped from his wagon and in the 
angle of the porch found the body of the 
suicide, cold in death, and encrusted with 
congealéd blood. 

The dead man was in his shirt sleeves, 
the revolver by his side. His features 
distorted, and his left finger blackened, evi- 
dently from the action of the bullet as it 
crashed through the skull. 

Rassfeld ran the Fifth District Police 
— three blocks away, and summoned 


= 


The door of Wright’s residence was un- 
locked, and the officers searched the house. 
It was deserted, but in perfect order. The 
body was removed to the Morgue. 

His identity was’ gathered from the fol- 
lowing note in his trousers pocket: 

“Sept. 4 or 6, '9%.—Dear rothers and 
Mother: To the best of my knowledge I 
owe as follows: Walter (of Walter & 
Hayden), $8.8; Phil Loos (Majestic Range 
Co.), $15; Silver (bookmaker), due Nov. 
9, '96, $15; Swords (of the ‘Bike’ Saloon), 
30 cents. 

“My unsigned contract with the Sim 
kins Manufacturing Co. can be found in 
one of the company’s books, and my stand. 
ing with them must be settled on that 
basis, with a small balance against me, | 
All other debts will show on their face. 

“T have endeavored to be honest and hon- 
orable with all. I deem this step advis- 
able, considering my family will be better 
off with what I have now than for me to 
expend ft. I cannot earn or increase the 
present fund, *and consider myself useless 
as things are. 

‘(Do not ascribe this to gambling. While 
I consider it a bad source of income, I am 
ahead at gambling transactions. Drink 
has nothing to do with it. Iam forced to 
get drunk to complete it—just as you would 
do to get a tooth pulled. 

‘‘Women ain’t in it. I loved but one—she 
is faithful. I love her and her children. 
For love of them I do this. 

“T have committed many follies and been 
in various entanglements. I have tried to 
quit everything honorably—and (I suppose) 
am quitting the world dishonorably. For- 
give me. JOHN.” 
A second note read: 

“Send word to J. P. Wright, 282 Pine 
street. He is my brother. Be careful and 
don’t wake my mother. She lives there.” 


The house where Wright killed himself 
is occupied by George Massey, a traveling 
salesman for the Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co. 
and his wife. For two months Wright h 
been boarding with them. They made a 
jolly trio, and the high old times they had 
were a source of comment among the se- 
dater neighbors. Monday Massey and his 
wife went down to Southwest Missouri for 
a fishing trip. Wright was left in charge of 
the house. 

Their absence seems to have depressed 
him. He was ordinarily a temperate drinker, 
but the barkeepers in the neighborhood 
admit that he has been at it pretty heavily 
for the last three days. 

Friday night Wright was in the house 
during the earlier part of the evening. Then 
he wandered over to the “Bike’’ saloon, on 
Jefferson avenue, between Pine and Chest- 
nut streets. He sat down with Billy Swords, 
the proprietor, and a couple of hangers-on 
‘around the place. 

He drank a good deal of beer and seemed 
in an unusually good humor. He was al- 
ways jolly, but on his last night he sur- 
passed himself. About 11 o’clock he jumped 
up, saying: 

“T’m t#king care of a house over on Beau- 
mont and must get home early.” 

He went to the Arabian hts saloon 
at Jefferson and Clark avenues. 
ing a few more drinks there he went home. 

Officer Cronin passed the house a few 
minutes later and saw a light in the place. 
Wright was then writing his last letter. 
He did not know whether it was before or 
after midnight, for he dated the manuscript 
“Sept. 4 or 5.” 

Ten minutes later Mr. and Mrs. Potter 
in 235 South Beaumont heard the shot. They’ 
ran to the upstairs window and looked 
out. They could see nothing and there was 
no one in the street. They went back to 


ed. 

oe right had taken off his coat when he 
got into the house, wrote his last note and 
then out of consideration for his friends’ 
carpets and furnishings he Walked out on 
the front porch to kill himself. 


“Jack” Wright, as the suicide was fam- 
lliarly known, was a big fellow with a 
smooth, round face and a countenance indi- 
cating a love of pleasure rather than of 
work. He was well known in sporting circ- 
cles on account of his connection with va- 
rious race trac and was a familiar fig- 
ure around the saloons, especially along the 

Jefferson avenue. 
we ge hee a big, good-natured fellow, with 
a superabundance of animal spirits, and ap- 
parently always jolly—se jolly, in fact, that 
it was difficult for his closest friends to 
tell when he was affected by liquor. 

He looked in every respect the character 
of the “good fellow” that he was—too 
“good” for his own benefit, and with not 
enough will power to resist the allure» 
ments of a life of pleasure. | . 

He was the black sheep of a respectable 
and prosperous family, but for the sake of 
his mother and because he was the youngest 
son, his brothers bore with his failings and 
attempted to establish him in business and

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WHAT HAS CHANGED HIM? 


In the Post-Dispatch of the day follow- 
fing his nomination a large part of the 
record of John M. Palmer on the silver 
question was published.

Gen. Palmer was then 
at his best in mental grasp of any ques- 
tion and he put into the arraignment of 
the gold standard all the great force of 
which he was capable. 

Our Springfield dispatch of to-day says 
that the Senator is excessively annoyed 
at the resurrection of his past on the 
money question and contemplates telling 

the country how he has come to change 
his mind. The country will be interested 
in hearing the explanation. It knows 
that the change has occurred since he 
went to Washington, for on the day be- 
fore his election to the Senate, in making 
a fusion with the Populists whose votes 
he wanted, he said, in referring to his 
views on the money question: “I ad- 
vanced these views in 1878 and they were 
published in article after article in the 
Btate Register when I owned it. Some 
were written by Maj. Southe? under my 
direction and some by myself.” 

John M. Palmer was for the free coin- 
age of silver the day before his election 
to the Senate. What has changed his 
opinions since?

THE LESSON OF VERMONT. 


The most conclusive evidence that the 
Vermont election was without political 
significance is afforded by the action of 
the New Hampshire Democrats. 

The New Hampshire convention met on 
the day following the election in Vermont.

THE MONK OF ST. SULPICE ARE 
WORTH $50,000,000, 


THEY ALSO OWN A BANK. 


The Grey Nuns of Montreal Are Also 
a Very Wealthy Com- 
munity. 


If boasts of Canadiens are well founded 
the two wealthiest institutions in America 
are the Bank of Montreal and the Semi- 
nary of St. Sulpice, says a special correspon- 
dent of the Chicago Record. They bot6 stand 
upon the little square known as Place 
d’Armes, where Maisonneuve, the founder 
of the city, had a band to hand fight with 
the savages and which for nearly two cen- 
turies was the common burial place of the 
pioneers. The Bank of Montreal dates from 


1817, and has ever been the first financial 
institution of the country. It has branches 
all over. the world. The Seminary of St. 
Sulpice is much older, and was founded in 
1641 by Jean Jacques Olier. Toe venerable 
structure at present occupied dates from 
1657, and is ae quaint an example of monas- 
tic architecture as can be found in America 
north of Peru. Beside it stands the Church 
of Notre Dame, which is under the charge 
of Sulpician monks, the most elaborate and 
perhaps the largest ecclesiastical struct- 
ure in North America. It will seat 10,- 
000 persons without crowding, and can ac- 
commodate 6,000 more. It has the finest 
chime of bells in America, the largest 
known as Le Gros Bourbon, weighing 25,- 
000 pounds. I believe ae are only two 
larger in use in the world. The exterior 
of Notre Dame is plain and severe, but the 
interior igs excessively ornate. 


The wealth of the Sulpician monks is va- 
riously estimated from $20,000,000 to $50,000,- 
000, but it is impossible for any one outside 
the order to obtain any accurate knowledge 
on that subject. They. employ a man of 
business to look after their financial af- 
fairs and collect their rents, and he re- 
quires the assistance of twelve clerks and 
bookkeepers, There are only sixty corpor- 
ate members of the order, and that number 
ls hever exceeded. If one of the brothers 
dies the vacancy is filled from among the 
ordinary brethren by some proceeding un- 

nown except to themselves. It is a very

In addition to the 
seminary for the education of priests the 
Sulpicians have several other schools, a 
hospital, and an asylum in Montreal, and 
they have colleges in Baltimore and Blli- 
cott Mills, Md. They own one of the big- 
gest banks in Canada, the finest business 
property in the city of Montreal belongs 
to them, and they are said to have very 
large investments in the United States, 
besides a vast amount of well-paying se- 
curities stacked away in their vaults. They 
are certainly the richest religious order in 
the world. 

Montreal was founded in 1641 by a French- 
man named Maisonneuve, who represented 
what was known as “The Company of 
Montreal,” a speculative syndicate of Paris 
which had obtained a large grant of lan 
from the King of France, including the is- 
land ypon which the city stands. In 1663 
the colony was so reduced in numbers by 
Indian warfare that it was decided to aban- 
don it, and the island was ceded to the 
monks of St. Sulpice, who were left to 
ret on with the savages as best they could. 

his great of land carried with it what 
were Known as seignorial rights, instituted 
by Louis XIV., and from that date until 
1821, when those rights were abolished, the 
monks of St. Sulpice received annually one- 
twelfth of the rents that. were derived from 
all the property upon the island that did 
not belong to them, and whenever a free- 
hold or a leasehold was disposed of they 
were entitled to 12 per cent of the price. 
This brought them an enormous income, 
in addition to the rentals of the estates 
they had retained, especially during the 

ears of exciting land speculation that 

Ollowed the cession of Canada from 
France to England. Their revenues were 
often several millions a year from this 
source alone. 


The “Grey Nuns” are also a very rich re- 
ligious order, who are said to have acquired 
their money as well as their name by selling 
liquor to the Indians in the early days of the 
colony. They were then dubbed by the ir- 
reverent French pioneers ‘‘Soeurs Grises,”’ 
which means “tipsy éisters.’’ If this were 
really the origin and the genuine reason of 
their name, they have very much cha 
since early times, for they do nothing but 
good nowadays. Their schools, hospitals 
and charitable institutions are the largest 
and the best in Canada, and the sisters have 
shown a heroism and devotion that has 
made their nickname hallowed all over the 
dominion. They own a bank, like the Sul- 
pician monks, and are the largest stockhold- 
ers in the street car companies of Montreal, 
Rochester and Albany. It is understood, 
too, that they are partners of Mr. Whitney 
and Col. Lamont in the Broadway cable 
road of New York. 


In early days Montreal furnished an ex- 
ample of religious toleration that might well 
be imitated by modern ecclesiastics. For 
twenty years after the conquest there was 
no Protestant temple of worship in the city, 
but the Catholic bishop offered shelter to 
both the Presbyterians and the Churoh of 
England. Every Sunday from 1766 to 1786 
there were three services held in the church 
of the Recollets. The Catholics used it for 
mass in the morning. In the afternoon the 
adherents of the Church of England held 
service in the same room and in the evenin 
@ sound Presbyterian parson dimooursed 
upon the means of salvation from his point 
of view. I do not think there is afiother in- 

tance of the kind anywhere. When the 

esbyterians had built a church of their 
own and were ready to move into it they 
took up a subscription and purchased a new 
altar for the congregation of the Recollets, 
while the members of the Church of En- 
land showed théir gratitude and good will 

y presenting the priests with a large stock 
of candles and a communion service.

tear down this picturesque old church to 
make room for a railway station the Pro- 
testants of Montreal joined in a tition 
to the bishop, and raised a large fund to 
prevent its sale, so that it still remains 
as a monument of religious toleration.

DR: GALLAGHER’S PLIGHT. 


The Liberated Irishman a Mental and 
Physical Wreck. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—Dr. Thomas Galla- 
gher, who was liberated last week after 
serving thirteen years’ penal servitude in 
Chatham and Portland prisons, arrived 
here Friday afternoon on board the Ameri- 


can liner St. Paul, and was met at Quaran- 
tine by-a@ delegation of representatives of 
Irish societies in this country. Among those 
who went aboard the St. Paul to greet him 
was James Gallagher, his brother. Dr. Gal- 
lagher recognized him at once, but he was 
in a very excitable mood and acted strange- 
ly. It was evident that the doctor was 4 
mental wreck. He looked to be fully twenty- 
five years older than when he left America 
a little over thirteen years ago, 

When the members of the delegation of 
Irishmen were presented to him, the doc- 
tor was unable to recognize any of them, 
and almost immediately ran away through 
the corridors, shouting loudly and inco- 
hérently. ' 

Dr, McBride, who came over on the 
St. Paul, asked all the poor fellow’s friends 
not to disturb him for some time. When 
asked as to the doctor’s condition, Dr. 
McBride said: 

“T have not examined Dr. Gallagher, and 
cannot say whether he has suffered any 
bodily injury from his treatment in prison. 
He compkained frequently that he was 
treated very harshly, and said three of his 
ribs were broken in Chatham Prison. His 
general health is in a precarious condition, 
and mentally he is in a very delicate state. 
It will be necessary for him to have abso- 
lute quiet for fully twelve months, and then 
I am not quite sure that he will ‘recover 
1 tnd to have the use of all his facul- 
ties.’’ 

Dr. Gallagher will be examined by two 
experts on insanity, who will consult with 
Dr. McBride. he. reception committee 
appointed by the Irish societies of this city 
will then make arrangements for his being 
well taken care of, He will, it is be 
lieved, be sent to a sanitarium on Long 
Island before Sunday.“

MYRA LEMMPE’S 
OLD GRANDMOTHER. 


AN HONEST OLD WOMAN IN DIS- 
TRESS FOR FOOD AND CLOTHES. 


SHE IS NOW ALMOST BLIND. 


The Neighbors Have Been Supplying 
Her Needs From Their Own Re- 
sources for Some Time Past. 


Alone in the world, sick and helpless, de-. 


pendent upon the kindness of neighbors, 
there may be found in a dingy little rear 
room, 8x10 feet, on the third floor of No. 2640 
Franklin avenue, a woman over 80 years of 
age. In this little room for over seventeen 
years this same woman has lived, working 
whenever she might and earning an honest 
living wherever she could. 

Her name is Mrs. M. Lee and she came 
to St. Louis twenty-three years ago. She 
was a seamstress and lost no time in ob- 
taining work and, following the line of her 
ealling, worked continually and faithfully. 
There are neighbors in the vicinity for 
whom she has sewed for the last eighteen

sewing, was gone, and it only took a few 
Gays to reduce her to want. A Mrs. Kuhl- 
mey, a kind-hearted German woman, whose 
husband conducts a cutlery store at 2628 
Franklin, was the first to discover the des- 
titute and helpless condition of the old ey, 
and in a few hours ehe, with Mrs. , 
O’Brien, who lives at the northwest corner 
of Franklin and Elliott; Mrs. Hartman of 
2632 Franklin, Mrs. Rieff of 2642 Franklin,end 
other ladies in that vicinity had supplied the 
helpless one with food, clothing money. 
That was sev weeks ago, and they ere 
still faithfully protecting her from want, 
ears in her pitiable condition this is no 
emali task. 

Mrs. Lee talked with a Post-Dispatch 
reporter tag eggs who had called in com- 
pany with Mrs. Hartman, to ascertain ¢he 
conditions existing. She had come, she 
said, to Louis from May’s Landing, 
N. i. in 1873. She was a seamstress and, 
as stated, had followed that for a liveli- 
hood. Out of eight children born to her, 
two were living, a son near Gordon’s Ferry, 
To., and a daughter, Mrs. Lemmpe, some- 
where in St. Louis, but she knew not where. 
Her anddaughter, she said, was Miss 
Myra Lemmpe, a stenographer in the office 
of C. H. Spencer, in the Exchange Building. 
Aside from these she knew of no other liv- 
ing relatives, and these named had, she de- 
clared, made it a point to keep themselves 
lost from her. During the interview neigh- 
bors, who have known her for many years, 
corroborated her statements as far as they 
could and spoke in the highest terms of her 
conduct and worthiness. From the dreary 
little bedchambér on Franklin avenue, 
where misery and destitution prevailed, the 
reporter started to find Miss Myra Lemmpe. 
She was located in room 203 Exchange Build- 
ing. When the reporter’s mission was 
stated, that good-looking young ladcy’s 
black eyes fairly snapped. She was able to 
attend to her own affairs. she said, as she 
hed always managéd to do before, and did 
not propose that a lot of “gossipers’’ out 
on Franklin avenue or any other ayenue 
should coerce her into assisting “a cé@rtain 
individual who had always been a drawback 
to her all her life.’’ With this and a wave 
of her hand she diam'ased the reporter and 
would say no more. It was iearned frem 
women in the vicinity where Mrs. Lee is 
located that Miss Lemfhpe, had called on 
one occasion and left a dollar and a pair of 
ehoes and had promised to return but had 
failed to do so, and from her conversation 
with the reporter it was evident she did not 
intend ever to return there, 

It might be mentioned that the young lady 
in this case is the same one who did the 
stenographic work in the new €ity Hall in- 
vestigation proceedings some time ago, re- 
ceiving therefor about a thousand dollars 
and a good deal of notoriety at the time. 

Miss Lemmpe’s bill for stenography was 
contested by the Municipal Assembly, and 
it looked for awhile as if she would only get 
@ part of it. She proved herself an able lob- 
byist, however, and had a relief bill passed 
appropriating the sum she.asked for. When 
the measure was finally passed she sent a 
box of flowers to President Nagel of the 
Council, both as a token of thanks and a 
mark of defiance, as he had been one of the 
opponents of her bill.

JAIL BIRDS MAKE 
NIGHT HIDEOUS 


A CHORUS OF YELLS TO KEEP THE 
GUARDS AWAKE. 


ALL AUTHORITY IS DEFtED. 


Prisoners Express Their Dissatisfac- 
tion by Screaming Throughout 
the Watches of the Night. 


The guards in the city jail are endeavor- 
ing to suppress an insurrection of the pris- 
oners, but their efforts so far have been un- 
successful. 

Last Wednesday night at 9 o’clock, while 
all the prisoners were locked in their cells, 
& general howl nearly knocked the guards 
off their feet, Their yelling and howling 
was continued until 4 a.m. The guards 
could do nothing to check it. All the 
doors and windows were closed to keep the 
sound inside the jail and spare the ears of 
the people in the Four Courts and on the 
streets. 

The disturbance arose ffom no particu- 
lar cause, so far as can be learned. It was 
“pure cussedness,” the guards say, and @ 


eneral desire on the part of the prisoners 
fo be out of jail or make things fively in- 
side, 
The guards took no particular action in 
regard to the disturbance the next day, but 
L-bangepees J night at 9 o’clock the noise be- 
gan again. 

It started over on the top tier at the east 
end of the jail, among the Federal prison- 


ers. From one of the cells came an awful 
shriek. The call had no more than ended 
when an answer came from the cell of a 
woman on the west side of the jail. In a 
gecond there were fifty prisoners yelling, 
then 100, and finally the whole crew of 250 
were jumping up and down on the iron 
fioors of their cells and howling like der- 
vishes. 

As on the previous evening, all the doors 
and windows were closed.*The guards were 
powerless to do anything. They simply eat 
down and listened to their yells. Above all 
could be heard the wild shrieks of the wom- 
en prisoners. 

ey continued ‘the noise until daylight 
Friday morning. 

The jail authorities felt that some meas- 
ures ehould be taken to suppress the riots. 
Friday was the regular visiti 
visitors were admitted to the jail. ry 
prisoner was kept locked in his cell and the 
exercise hour was abolished. The prisoners 
are given an hour each day in which to walk 
about the bull pen. Friday this was denied 
them and they were notified that if they 
persisted in yelling at night they would 
each take a turn in the dungeons. 

Friday night the disturbance took another 
form. At 9 o’clock the yell was started 
some prisoner who desired to maintain quiet 
oe hissing to suppress the yell. 

hen it seemed as though every prisoner 
in the jail began hissing. There were no 
more yells. Everything was a hiss, and this 
sound became so hideous that the guards 
had to take turns in leaving the jail to get 
eome relief for their ears. 

The hissing was continued until daylight, 
when the p rs fell asleep, exhausted by 
their efforts to make things unpleasant 
about the jail.

MYSTERIOUS FATE OF CRIPPLED 
JOSEPH M’COY. 


LOOKS VERY LIKE A MURDER. 


The Body Was Not Robbed, but It Was 
Found Some Distance From , 
the Railroad. 


There is a good deal of mystery surround- 
ing the death of Joseph McCoy of Prescott, 
Ariz., whose body was found in a cornfield 
about two miles from Belleville late Friday 
afternoon,” 

McCoy left Prescott to go to Athens, Ala., 
to take a position as deputy to Sheriff L. 


W. Gilbert of that place. 

From his departure from his 
August 26 the trail of McCoy is plain and 
unmistakable. Where he went and what he 

& his journey have been traced 

with little eenewity. @ was easily identi- 
fied the crutch he carried and used con- 
stantly. On August 29 the police here re- 
ceived telegrams from Athens asking what 
had become of McCoy. He had not arrived 
at his destination at the appointed time 
and Sheriff Gilbert was growing uneasy. 

Detective Bambritk was put on the case 
by Chief Harrigan and told to stick to it 
until he found out something definite. 

He took up the thread at Prescott and

traced McCoy to St. Louis. McCoy arrived 
at Union Station August 28 and telegraphed 
to Sheriff Gilbert from the office at the Sta- 
tion. The same evening he took the Louis- 
ville & Nashville train, which left Union 
Station at 9:55. 

Both the conductor and the brakeman 
remember: McCoy distinctly, because of his 
crutch. The last they remember seeing of 
him was when the train reached Belleville, 
He was sitting by himself in the smoker 
and two men who were sitting directly be- 
hind him seemed to take particular notice 
of him. He got up and went to the door of 
the car about the same time that the two 
men did the same thing. What McCoy did 
after that the conductor does not know, as 
he paid no further attention to any of the 
men. 

McCoy was never seen again until his body 
was found in the cornfield some distance 
from the railroad tracks. 

When the Belleville officials and the L. 
& N. officials were notified of the disap- 
pearance of McCoy the station agent at 
Belleville reported that a section hand 
had found a crutch, a necktie and a straw 
hat, with a ticket for Athens, Ala., in it. 
These articles were identified as having be. 
longed to McCoy by the conductor, who saw 
him on the train. : 
A search was made in the immediate 
vicinity of where the property was found 
without result. Later in the day a farm 
hand named Riff, working for Christopher 
Benedict, reported that he had found a 
decomposing body in a cornfield belonging 
to Benedict. 

The body was identified from a photo- 
graph received from Prescott and by letters 
found in the pockets of the clothes. 

Sixty dollars and two open nuggets were 
found on the body, which circumstance 
in a measure discounts the theory of mur- 
der, but does not entirely remove it. 
The Belleville Coroner returned a verdict 
of death from causes unknown, and there 

the matter. 
ow McCoy died is still as great a mys- 

tery as it was on-the day he disappeared. 
He may have fallen off the train while it 
was in motion. He may have been thrown 
off, or he may have been beguiled along 
the track by some one who had reasons for 

tting him out of the way. In any event, 

cCoy was carried or dragged himself sev- 
eral hundred yards from the track. 
It will be impossible -to arrive at any rea- 
sonable conclusions until something more 
is known of his associations and connections 
in the West. 
His brother is expected here shortly to 
take charge of the body, and it is probable 
that he 1 be able to throw some Hght on 
the case, 


TO SERVE ANOTHER STRETCH. 


Ed Powers Must Go to the Peniten- 
tiary for Stealing Diamonds. 


Ed Powers, the diamond thief, was 
brought to St. Louis Friday night from the 
penitentiary at Chester, Ill. 

He is under sentence of three years for 
burglary and had served eighteen months 


at Chester. 

In the fall of 1892 he and Willie Ahearn 
the residence of Mrs. 
Maggie Morgan, in Selby place, which, they 
had just robbed, their booty being $2,000 
worth of diamonds. Ahearn is now serving 
three years at Jefferson City for his share 
in that crime. 

Powers was convicted and entenced to 
three years, but appealed his case to the 
Supreme Court. He was released on bond 
pending the decision of that tribunal, and 
while at liberty went to Alton, IIll., where 
he was arrested for grabbing a woman’s 
pocketbook. For that he was sentenced to 
one year and a half at the Chester peni- 
tentilary. He — A served that sentence 
and will now begin on the Missouri term, 
as the Supreme Court refused to consider 
the case after Powers had gotten in trouble 


at Alton.

Alderman James H. Cronin has moved 
out of the bad lands. He has bowed his 


head to the decrees of law and order as 


expressed by the Post-Dispatch. 

His defiant crest is somewhat bedraggled 
and his high and mighty disregard for the 
tights of others is much abated. 

He has announced publicly that he has 
no longer any connection with the “Well, 
or with the hotel assignation house which 
hangs over the “Well.” 

The saloon and room-house on Twenty- 
first and Market streets is no longer the 
property of the First Ward statesman. At 
least he says it is no longer his. It now 
appears to be the sole property of John 
Peyton, who dispenses drinks from behind 
the bar of Cronin’s other saloon at Twelfth 
ana Walnut atrosts, an’ Lee Berning, 

e barkeeper at the “Well.” 

Both of "shane men have characters of 
their own, acquired under the lights of the 
saloons in the burnt district. Most of their 
deeds which have given them claim to prom-~ 
inence have been done after the sun has 
set. Both men have been barkeepers for 
Cronin for a long time and have thoroughly 
absorbed his ideas as to means and methods 
of — an institution like the ““Well” a 
paying investment. 

It was not generally known that either 

Peyton or Berning were in possession of 

sufficient money to buy the “Well” or any 

other institution of a similar character. It 

was the general presumption that they 

were in the habit of ‘“‘blowing’’ their money 

s fast or a little faster than it came to 

them. 

For this reason many people think that 

the Alderman is growing foxy and trying 

to keep his saloon and assignation house 

in his possession without being known as. 
the owner of it. 

In other words, the sale is supposed to 

have a large, strong string to it, and to be 

merely a bluff to head off the very unp.eas- 

ant notoriety to which Mr, Cronin has been 

of late subjected.

The club strikes W. A. McDavid of Kirk- 
wood for $12 from July 1, 189%, to July 1 of 


this year. 

Mr. A. W. Moise, one of the executive 
committee, said that it must be apparent 
from the occupations of these persons. that 
they were getting good salaries and could 
pay their dues if they desired, and he inti- 
mated that they had been selected to be 
sued because the committee believed the 
amounts to be collectable. “It’s no use 
suing people from whom you can get noth- 
ing, said he. 

he announcement of these suits, with 
the statement that others are to follow, 
has made quite a stir. The four gentlemen 
who have been selected for the slaughter 
are kicking against the distinction. The 
other night a friend of O’Connor’s went to 
the club and emitted quite a “roar.” 
He didn’t see why O’Connor had been 
picked out for a frightful example of de- 
inquency. 
“Why didn’t they start this thing before 
and pitch upon some one else?’’ was the 
tenor of his remarks. He assured his hear- 
ers that O’Connor was a very nice man and 
the club would suffer serious loss if he 
should conclude to abandon it. 

Mr. Moise said that the Executive Com- 
mittee had practically agreed to proceed 
against delinquents by civil suit. 

“It ts absolutely necessary,’’ said he, “for 
us to do something to save ourselves from 
the loss of dues. Every year we have to 
drop members whose delinquencies aggre- 
gate, perhaps, $300 to $500. The result is 
that instead of having money enough for all 


current expenses; and we have, therefore, 
turned over a new leaf. I regret the feel- 
ing which this action has occasioned. But 
we have given fair notice to these gentlemen 
who have been sued. Our dues are only $1 
a month, and we think it only honest, as 
well as decent, that a man who cannot pay 
that sum should come in and say so, square 
his little indebtedness and drop out man- 
fully.” ' 

(Mr. Moise showed a Post-Dispatch report- 
er a batch of bills for dues left in his 
hands by the Office Men’s Club for col- 
lection. There were possibly 100 accounts, 
ranging, he said, from $8 to $12, and the 
average was probably not far below $6. 
Some $500 or $600 was in the pile. 

‘‘We shall probably have to sue on sev- 
eral of them,” said Mr. Moise plaintively. 

The President of the Office Men’s Club 
is Judge W. C. Jones, and the suits were 
brought by his law firm—W. C. and 
Jones. Mr. Moise, who is drumming up the 
collection of the accounts, has a collection 
agency in the Security building. 

The four suits in Justice Haughton’s 
court are docketed for trial on Sept. 9.
